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. Direct Democracy 

In a direct democracy, the people themselves express 
r ; their will on public affairs. They formulate and express their 
ii.will in a mass meeting. In the small city-states of ancient 
l^reece and Rome all adult‘male citizens were expected to 
• meet together in the Assembly. Pure democracy has not been 
C onfin ed to the ancient world. Its surviving relics are found 
ay in the Swiss “landsgemeinde* or popular legislature, 
set democracy can exist and function only in small states 
a limited, homogeneous population where people can 
nveniently meet and deliberate together. In large complex 
heties, when the number of the people is too large and the 
;a of the state is too extensive, direct democracy is 
practicable. 

irect or Representative Democracy 
Indirect democracy is so called because citizens elect 
ieir representatives to govern on their behalf. Authority 
ifdes in the people, but it is exercised by the representatives. 
*ple elect their representatives for a term. The 
esentatives, after the expiry of the term, report back to 
i electorate to seek a new term. People on their part have 
tetermine if those representatives should continue for 
er term. This system ensures that there is harmony of 
between the government and the governed. There is 
acy among people to form groups and to exert pressure 
elected representatives. This may be good in so far as 
is to convey their sentiments, but the practice should 
out of hand.
